F. M. GARRETT 18 CONVICTED 
OF INCEST. 


The Jury Return After a Confer- 
ence of Twenty-three Hours— 
Scene in the Courtroom—What 
Garrett Says of His Attorneys. 


‘ 


After practically three trials the 
jury returned a verdict yesterday 
afternoon against F. M. Garrett, find- 
ing him guilty of incest, committed 
with his daughter, Mrs. Malia Garrett- 
Edgéomb. It was believed the night 
before that a verdict was only a ques 
tion of time, inasmuch as the jury 
stood eleven for conviction and one 
for acquittal, and the result justified 
the belief. Judge Shaw came to bis 
chambers yesterday morning about 10 
clock. At that time word was sent 
to him by the jury that they had not 
yet agreed, and he went home. In- 
terest in the case was manifest; upon 
the streets any one who was knowr to 
have any connection with the case was 
overwhelmed with inquiries about the 
jury, and there were many who 
climbed the stairs to the courtroom to 
ascertain whether or not a verdict had 
been reached. 

At 1:30 o’clock Deputy Pete Reel 
Was notified by the jury that they had 
reached an agreement, and he at once 
dispatched messengers for the Judge. 
There was some delay in finding him, 
and when he came into court the news 
had spread around so that the court- 
room wee filled with spectators, eager 
to hear the result. 

The defendant was the last to be 
brought into court, and he burst into 
the room with a hunted look in his 
eyes, and pallor upon his cheeks. He 
took a seat by his attorney, Horace 
Bell, who happened to come along op- 
portunely, but who, with W. T. Will- 


jury took the case Saturday afternoon. 
Garrett, through his spectacles, looked 
the jury over, but apparently gathered 
no encouragement from their faces, 
and his eyes sank in a sort of dull 
despair. A tinge of bluish gray that 
rendered his features ghastly spread 
over them as the clerk polled the jury. 
The silence of death was in the room 
as Deputy Clerk Ashmore read the 


names of the jury. 
Judge Shaw asked them if 27 had 
agreed upon a verdict, and J. D. 


James, foreman, replied that they had. 
Upon being requested to announce it 
he read the verdict, which was that 
the defendant is guilty as charged, but 
he is recommended to mercy. 

Horace Bell called for the polling of 
the jury, when each one answered to 
his name, with the affirmation of the 
verdict. Then a painful pause was 
felt in the courtroom, while the clerk 
was recording the verdict. During 
this time Garrett bad lapsed intoa 
stolid indifference, in startling con- 
trast with the alert interest he had 
shown during both his triais and the 
preliminary examination before Jus-

Judge Shaw asked what time the de- 
fendant would like for sentence, and 
Horace Bell very meexly replied the 
usual time, when the Court announced 
that the time for sentence would be 


Was not a single Fression 
heard giving the miserable old man a 
word of sympathy. The sentiments 
expressed were of gratification that 
such a man had been convicted. The 
case was generally commented upon, 
and Horace ll and T. 
Williams camo in for the largest 
share of the unfavorable comments.

Wh 
being taken back to jail to await bis 
sentence, he unbosomed himself about 
his attorneys, and blamed them with 
his conviction. 
“I would not be here now.“ be said, 
“if they had not been such d—d fools.”’ 
He went on to particularize, in ac- 
cordance with his dangerous proclivity 
in that direction, hy saying that if the 
had allowed himtodoas he wanted, 
he would have made a statement on 
the witness stand that he believed 
Mrs. Daniel could not produce a cer- 
tificate of her marriage with Mr. Dan- 
jel; that if he had been permitted to 
do so the verdict would have been dif- 
ferent. Scheming to the last, he also 
said that he would very easily serve 
out his time in the penitentiary. 
Words seemed to be inadequate to ex- 
press his feelings toward r. Payton, 
while be said that Assistant District 
Attorney McComas had gone too far 
in his argument, evidently remember- 
ing his startlingly forcible and con- 
vincing argument before the jury. 
The feeling that Garrett is a man 
who might resort to desperate means 
took a definite shape at the preliminary 
examination, where he was searche 
in the courtroom one day and a Colt’s 
revolver was taken from him. Yester- 
day, when a verdict was announced, 
Garrett was searched before he left the 
jail and again when he went back. 
Judge Shaw complimented the jury, 
when discharging them, upon the pa- 
tience with which they had tried the 
case. The namesof the jurors who 
have thus set the seal of public con- 
demnation upon one of the most atro- 
cious crimes ever perpetrated in this 
city are as follows:

The Garrett case is one of the cele- 
bruted cases of the county. It began 
away back in July, and bas only 
reached its termination after six 
months and the beginning of a new 
year. The preliminary examinations 


‘occupied 14 days, the trial before 
Judge Cheney eight days, and the 


trial just ended 11 days. Garrett 
introduced extensive evidence on the 
preliminary examinatien, so that it 
was almost a trial, and the discovery 
‘of manufactured evidence by him at 


that time aided materially in bis con- 


viction. Both in Judge Cheney’s court 
and before Judge Shaw his counse! 
were given the utmost latitude in the 
introduction of evidence and cross-ex- 
amination; probably more so before 
Judge Shaw than before Judge Cheney. 
The conduct of W. T. Williams and 
Horace Bell in both trials was abom- 
inable, but both judges endured much 
to save any possibility of error, leaning 
in each trial toward the defendant. It 
is the judgment of those who followed 
the trials that no defendant ever had 
fairer trials, even to the extent of al- 

counsel to make dastardly at-

CLEAR REASONS FOR ITS Un 


DOUBTED SUPERIORITY. 


The Climate Is the Great Factor 


Fine Days the Rule — Some 
Striking Statistics—A Low Death 
Rate. | 


To our careless critics in the eastern 


press, who assume that everything 
here was lost in what they call 


a collapsed boom, it is proper 


and educating to give a few facts and 


figures to show that at least our cli- 


mate, our glorious climate, remains, 


despite the bad influences of boomers 
and irresponsible writers. 

Any statements made to prove that 
our sunshine and health-giving breezes 
are the same as they were a few years 
ago will seem trite and threadbare to 
people who actually live here. 

But they will interest thoughtful 


| Easterners who have never seen South- 


ern California; and perhaps, too, cor- 
rect some of the erroneous notions of 
those restless visitors who were in 
such a hurry that their er ot 
our country bad to be evolved from 
their own inner consciousness. 

Geographically this is a 
somewhat larger than New York 
State; about the latitude of the Medi- 
terranean and Northern Africa. 

On the west flows the warm Ja 
ese current, the Kuro Siwo, which 
keeps the water of the Pacific along 
this coast of an even temperature the 
year round; it never varies more 
two degrees. 

On the north are broken ranges of 
mountains running eastward, suffl- 
ciently high to cut off the northern 
winds and storms, which would other- 
wise sweep over Southern California. 
On the east is a plateau and a desert 
region, beyond which lie the high 
— of Arizona and New Mex- 


co. 

On the south is the Pacific, and more 
easterly are mountains. 

Thus it will be seen Southern Cali- 
fornia is protected from celd storms on 
the north und east, while it is Open to 
the warm influences of the Pacific on 
the west and south. 

One result of this topography is an 
equable temperature, our ters are 
mild, and summers are never 
pressively hot. For information, we 
may take the temperature of Los An- 
geles month by month, for a period of 
six years (1879-1884) as recorded by the 
Signal Service office. The average for 


the period is as follows:

At oi twoor three blankets are 
essenti to comfort, and there is 
really not a great difference in the 
night temperature between summer 
and winter. 

The great secret of our climate is 
the sunshine. The records of the Signal 
Service office show that in Southern 
California there are more sunny days 
and less cloudy and rainy days than 
anywhere else in the United States. 

tatistics show that Los Angeles av- 
eérages about 285 days per year abso- 
lutely cloudless; while New York has 

102, Jacksonville, Fla., 102, and Aiken, 
S. C., only 96. In other words, South- 
ern California has about three times as 
much sunshine as these places, and 
only one-third as many cloudy and 
rainy days. Can a man in health ora 
man out of health ask for any better 
home? 

The rains occur between the 1st of 
December and the latter part of 
March; very rarely ashower comes up 
during the summer. During the so- 
called rainy season about 20 33 of 
rain falls; but the rainfall is not con- 
tinuous; as a matter of fact, in the 
rainy season more than two days out 
ofthree are brightened by the most 
perfect sunshine in an atmosphere as 
clear and pure and bracing as can be 
imagined. The showers and sunshine 
unite in stimulating the most marvei- 
ous vegetation; flowers and fruits 


and vegetables in the utmost 
profusion are the result. Af 
ter the rainy“ season is over 


we have eastern June days for several 
months, and the perfect luxury of liv- 
ing is realized; invalids get strong, 
and strong men stronger. 

The warmest month is August, but 
even then while the sunshine is hot 
the atmosphere is cool, and the nights 
are invariably comfortabie the year 
round. Refreshing sleep is always pos; 
sible; can the same be said of a 
place in the Ohio or Mississippi valleys, 
or even in the Eastern States? By 
many the summers in Southern Califor- 
nia are considered pleasanter than the 
winters. However this may be, the 
fact remains that outdoor life is possi- 
ble and enjoyable here for 300 days of 
every year. 

The bright sun and pure ocean 
breezes render the atmosphere aseptic, 
as medical men say—that is, free from 

isonous and injurious elements. 

hysicians acknowledge that nowhere 
is there found purer air than that here; 
this atmospheric condition, in eonnec- 
tion with our mild climate, in which 
extremes of heat and cold are impossi- 
ble, explains the fact noticed 
by many visitors — physicians es- 
pecially — that people here are 
stouter and more 1 
than those living East. This fact was 
impressed upon me a few years since 
in a practical way. In connection 
with the medical supervision of an 
eastern life insurance semen doi 
a large business in California, I notice 
that che applicants for insurance were 
almost invariably over weight, accord- 
ing to the adopted standard. , 

On fullinvestigation my observations 
were confirmed, and the standard was 
80 modified as to admit these applicants 
who were in every way acceptable ex- 
cept that they weighed on an average 
15 to 20 pounds more than eastern men 
of the same height. .

The same factor is of great advantage 
to sufferers from chronic rheumatism 
and neuralgia; they do well here. 
Southern ifornia abounds in miner- 
al springs—warm, hot and cold, al- 
kaline and saline, chalybeate, sulphur 
and calcareous waters, containing 
their salts in various proportions and 
combinations. In this one territor 
may be found all those waters whi 
have proved useful in the long list of 
diseases amenable to hydro-thera- 
peutics.

rther inland tha 
hot, dry climate, free from wind, works 
wonders in these cases—such a region 
is found east of here, toward the 
desert. 
Asthma and chronic bronchitis are. 
I think, invariably relieved by a resi- 
dence here. These cases usually do 
best along the protected foothills north 
and east of Los Angeles; the Ojai Val- 
ley and the neighborhood of Beaumont 


Acute inflammation of the lungs is 
rare here. A physician of large expe- 
rience, during a five years’ residence in 
Los Angeles, told me he had seen but 
five cases of acute pneumonia. In my 
own practice, devoted chiefly to lun 
diseases, I have seen but six cases o 
acute pneumonia and pleurisy in four 
years. Evidently the micro organism 
pneumonia does not thrive in Southern 
California. The large majority of in- 
valids who come here suffer from 
chronic inflammation of the lungs— 
consumption (tuberculosis) or chronic 
ppeumonia (fibroid consumption). 

Leading authorities are agreed that 
these diseases rarely, if ever, originate 
here. The health records show that 
our consumptives are almost, without 
exception, non-residents. The great 
question to be decided forevery invalid 
is, Can my case be benefited by a so- 
journ in California’? I will not say 
that every consumptive can be benefited 
here, although I firmly believe that. 
some invalids with cavities in 
their lungs will get well; 1 
know tbat this is ssible in 
the East. But I will say that 
most consumptives will have a 
better chance here than anywhere 
else in the country. But before one 
comes he ought to realize he is going 
far from home? among strangers, and 
for a sick man this is a great and some- 
times a disastrous undertaking. If he 
s beyond hope and cannot live long, 

is physician ought to dissuade him 
from the delusive and fruitless ven-. 
ture. He would better die at home. 
But if he is not in the last stages of 
the disease, and can travel and 
live with the comforts which a 
sick man ought to have, this is the 
place for him; he will prolong his days 
and may get well. Every physician 
here has seen such remarkable recov- 
eries that only the worst cases seem 
hopeless. Many of our leading busi- 
ness men of Southern California were 
once invalids. here for their health. 
It was not medicine that cured them, 
and probably not climate alone; the 
same remedies which are used in the 
East, taken with our climate, which 
can only be used here, will do wonders, 
Every physician here can give 
instances of unlooked for benefit and 
recovery from apparently hopeless dis- 
euse; and many of our 1 
citizeus today were once rejecte 
by some life insurance company on ac- 
count of weak lungs,” a ‘“‘hemor- 
rhage,”’ or some other such evidence 
of precarious health. Their former 
invalidism is oa a reminiscence now, 
and would hardly be credited, except 
for the established veracity of Cali 
fornians. 

For persons who inherit a weakness 
of the lungs, or fear consumption on 
account of family diathesis, residence 
in Southern California cannot be too

Green has been appointed postmaster 


25 | at Los Angeles. The selection, if 


made—and confirmed—is unfortun- 
ately not so good a one as we hoped to 
see made. Mr. Green was once post- 
master of this city, and in that posi- 
tion received the full, free and sincere 
support of this writer and this journal, 
because he had difficulties to contend 
with which made bis official place not 
an Casy one to fill, and because, also, 
we desired that the people of this 
city should have the benefit of 
the best possible postal service, 
which, at that time, the Post- 
office Department seemed reluctant 
to give them. Tur Toes has, there- 
fore, nothing to answer for in respect 
tothe manner in which it discharged 
its duty toward Mr. Green when in 
office. But when the question of his 
reappointment came up, we did not 
feel that we must necessarily go in“ 
for him a second time. The reasons 
for this decision were and are ample to 
our own minds. After watching his 
oxplojts in the office, we arrived at the 
deliberate conclusion that he was not 
80 efficient a postmaster as we think 
a city of this size and importance 
should have. At this time the 
business of the postoffice is 
vastly greater than it was when Mr. 
Green was its incumbent; and as he 
did not eminently succeed then, he can 
hardly be expected to conspicuously 
succeed now, should he be again in- 
trusted with the duties. The office re- 
quires no small measure of executive 
ability in its head, and the people and 
the Republican party have a right to 
expect that a first-class, not a second 
or third-class, man be put in. Of 
course we do not believe for one 
moment that the appointing 
power have been put in pos- 
session of all the true facts 
bearing upon the situation, 
or the appointment of Mr. Green 
would never have been made. We have 
in Los Angeles scores of Republican 
business men who are vastly the 
superior of Mr. Green for this place. 
Anyone of at least three or four of the 
rival applicants would be preferable 
to him, because better business men, 
possessing more executive ability, and 
being far more active and influential 
Republicans. As to the importance 
and weight of Mr. Green’s Republican- 
ism, it is practically nil: he has never 
cut any figure in the party which, if 
removed, would leave an appreciable 
vacancy.

what these worthy teetotal brethren 
and sistern aimed at, their object 
might be more surely and rapidly 
effected by some such practical and 
prosaic means asthe furnishing of a 
wholesome substitute for the salcon, 
than by stump speaking and political 
jugglery. As a starter in this direc- 
tion, we advised the establishment of 


comfortable, attractive, coffee and 
reading-rooms. 
Our suggestion—for which we 


charged nothing—was not by any 
means thankfully received. In fact, 
several members of the Party 
hinted more or less politely—rather 
less, if we rightly remember—that 
we should do better to mind our 
own business, as if the improvement 
of man’s social condition was not at 
least as much part of the business of a 
newspaper as of a Third Party Prohi- 
bitionist, with a capital P. One in- 
temperate advocate of temperance very 
curtly wrote that the members of his 
party were not in the coffee-house 
business,“ from which an unkind critic 
might fairly draw the inference that, 
if these Prohibitionists cannot save a 
man by the way of national politics, 
they would rather see him go to ruin, 
than be saved by any other route. 

Recent disastrous defeats of political 
Prohibition in the East seem, however, 
to have somewhat toned down the 
exuberant complacency of these politi- 
cal reformers. There has been a heavy 
secession from the ranks of the W.C.T. 
U., those who do not believe in tying 
up social reforms with politics 
stepping out. Everywhere signs of 
a more liberal and _ reasonable 
policy are visible, except among 
the most bigoted of the anti-liquor 
people, and it is quite possible that the 
lesson of recent defeats may result in 
lasting good—that we may see more 
practical reform work and less politi- 
cal wire-pulling. Only a few weeks 
ago some Los Angeles ladies, inter- 
ested’ in the cause of temperance, an- 
nounced their intention of endeavoring 
to open a coffee-house, as a counter- 
attraction to the omnipresent saloon. 
This is a very sensible plan which has 
been found to work excellently in Eng- 
land, Where the coffee palaces,” as 
they are called, have become a fixed 
institution and are very popular. They 
are made to pay about ö per cent. on 
the investment, and yet everything 
in the line of refreshments of the best 
quality is sold very cheup. Music, 
games, papers, periodicals, books and 
other means of passing the time pleas- 
antly are provided; the rooms are brill- 
iantly lighted and comfortably fur- 
nished, and everything is done 
to ‘compete, as far as may properly 
be done, with the attractions offered 
by thesaloon. One of the main points 
to bear in mind in the establishment 
of such institutions is the necessity ot 
carefully avoiding anything of a 
“*goody-goody’’ character, or the least 
semblance of charity. The houses 
should be made to pay their expenses 
at least, it not a small interest over 
and above. Here is an item from the 
Boston Journal, showing that such 
work is under way in that city:

It is 
all very well for the reformer with a 
comfortable home and a warm fireside 
to preach about the horrors of rum“ 
to a man who understands by the 
word home an eight by ten bedroom 
in a lodging-house. It is not so much 
the drink that a majority of these 
men crave, of an evening, after their 
day’s work is done, as the warmth, the 
comfort, the companionship which the 
saloon afford. It is in seeking these 
natural comforts that they frequently 
become confirmed topers. The rich 
man has bis club; the family man of 
moderate means—or even of poor—his 
fireside, to go to of an evening, but 
where shall such a man as we have re- 
ferred to—of whom there are thou- 
sands residing in every city, not to 
mention visitors—go on a rainy night, 
for instance? 

There is the Y.M.C.A. as an oc- 
casional resort, but that does not en- 
tirely fill the bill, even were the ca- 
pacity of that institution large 
enough.

OUR MINING PROSPECTS. 


It is announced that a party of 
English mining experts have started 
to examine all mines in Southern Cali- 
fornia, along the Colorado River, from 
Tue Needles to Yuma. It will not be 
long before the mineral wealth of 
Southern California will be recognized 
as an important element ot our pros- 
perity. Long before the American 
era, much gold was extracted from 
Southern Califurnia placer mines, but 
then came the discovery at Coloma 
and the consequent great rush, which 
centered all interest in that section of 
California, having Sacramento for its 
central point. Later on Southern 
California became famed for its fruit 
and climate, and its mineral resources 
continued to be overlooked. 

Between the Newhall Mountains 
and the Mexican line, and the Pacific 
Ocean and the Colorado River, 
there is enough minéral wealth, 
if fairly developed, to support 
a population of a million in 
its extraction and reduction. Los An- 
geles might contain at least as great 
tacilities for working ores as are pos- 
sessed by Denver, Pueblo and Kansas 
City. The mining industry is of vast 
assistance to an agricultural commun- 
ity, as it involves a very large con- 


really solid mining boom, 
based on merit, we shall probably 
have to await the completion of a rail- 
road to Utah, with its consequent 
cheap. fuel and plentiful supply of

almost every variety of ores. Then we 
may expect to see the Los Angeles 
River lined with smelters and stamp- 
mills, employing thousands of men 
and causing the establishment of a 
dozen subsidiary industries. 


SAND VERSUS ADOBE. 


Several of the local papers have 
abounded of late with pitying para- 
graphs about the residents of the oast- 
ern portion of the city. Such commis- 
eration is to a very great extent un- 
called for. Asa fact, the residents of 
the sandy section bounded by First, 
Central avenue, the river and the city 
limits are people to be envied during 
the rainy season. An hour after the 
cessation of the recent. month’s-rain- 
fall, one could walk from Third street 
to the city limits, east of Alameda 
street, without soiling one’s shoes. Ou 
the other hand, the aristocratic adobe 
sections of the southwest and the west- 
ern hills are sticky and evil-smelling 
for six weeks after a heavy rainstorm. 
During the dry summer weather the 
conditions are, of course, reversed, but 
then dust may be laid by a sprinkling | 
cart, while nothing less than Omnipo- 
tence can remove the mud on an adobe 
street after a heavy rain—it would be 
necessary to pull up the street by the 
roots. 

The residents east of Main street 
are not calling for any sympathy just 
now. On the other hand, quite the 
contrary. They have some sympathy 
on hand to bestow upon their aristo- 
cratic neighbors of Figueroa, Washing- 
ton and Temple streets. 


FOOTHILL FARMS. 


The destruction of several valuable 
lowland orchards by flood in this sec- 
tion will emphasize the advantages of 
the foothills as a place of residence.

They Did Not Tarn the Gas Off as 
They Had Been Told To Do. 


A Mother and Her Two Young Daugh- 
ters the III-fated Ones.

SAN Francisco, Dec. 29.— [By the As- 
sociated Press.] Inthe Eareka Hotel, in 
Oakland, this morning, Mrs. Jane Erwin 
and her two daughters, Mary and Bessie, 
aged 16 and 12 respectively, were found 
dead in their bed, having been asphyxiated 
by gas. Mrs. Erwin and her family, in- 
cluding the two daughters and two sons, 
arrived in Oakland last night from Cold 
Camp, Benton county, Mo., and took rooms 
in the Eureka Hotel. Mrs. Erwin and her 
two daughters were assigned to the same 
room, and not being accustomed to the use 
of gas, they asked the hotel clerk to show 
them how to turn it off. All three retired 
in the same bed about 11 clock. 

In the morning the sons went down to 
breakfast, and after waiting some time for 
their mother and sisters, they went to the 
room and found the three lying dead. An 
examination of the stopcock on the gas 
burbder revealed the fact that it had been 
turned but half-way off. The Coroner took 
charge ef the bodies and will hold an in- 
quest tomorrow. 

Mrs. Erwin’s husband, who is now living 
near Santa Paula, Ventura county, Cal., 
was immediately notified. Erwin has been 
in this State about six months, and had just 
rented a farm in Ventura county, to which 
piace his family were en route to join him. 

Andrew Ruedy, one of the proprietors of 

the hotel, was the one who showed the Er- 
win family to their rooms. He makes the 
following statement: “I showed Mrs. Erwin 
and the two girls to room No. 5 on the first 
floor and lit the gas at one burner, Then I 
took the two boys to room 31 on the floor 
above. I asked the boys if they knew how 
to 7 out the gas, and when they said they 
did not. I showed them. Then I went down 
at once and showed Mrs. Erwin how to 
turn the key, and explained the danger to 
her. She, said she knew nothing about 
it until I explained it to her. I knew noth- 
ing of the death of the mother and giris 
until I was informed by my r this 
ng. 
No one appears to have noticed the odor 
of escaping in the hall.

SUICIDE IN A CHUROGH. 


An Insane Man Cuts His Throat 
During Services.

A New York Judge and His Insane 
Wife, 

New Tonk, Dec. 29.—[By the Associated 
Press.] A cablegram was printed this 
morning to the effect that the wife of Judge 
Barrett of the New York Supreme Court 
bad been confined in an insane asylum at 
Dresden, by order of her husband, and that 
she claimed to be sane, 

Judge Barrett, on being shown the dis- 
patch, said that the facts were these: He 
married his wife ~0 years ago; some years 
afterward she began to show mental pecu- 
liarities. He then learned for the first time 
that insanity was kereditary in her family. 
Her mother died of softening of the 
brain. Her tather, Mr. Fairfield, was 
known as the crazy poet.” Her grand- 
father died of insanity. Her sister had 
been for 25 years in the Georgetown Insane 
Asylum. Both of her brothers died insane. 
Mrs. Barrett's eccentric and insane actions 
caused her husband much trouble fora 
number of years. Her chief delusion was 
that people were trying to poison her. She 
finally went to Europe to eseape polsoners. 
Her condition has steadily grown worse. 
The Judge hestitated long as to what duty 
required him todo, Finally Mrs. Barrett’s 
actions attracted the attention of the Dres- 
den authorities and United States Consul 
Mahon. Upon advice of physicians it was 
deemed best to send the lady to a retreat 
for the insane, where she is receiving the 
best of care. 

Judge Barrett has always tried to induce 
his wife toreturnand live with him, but 
she would not do so, and seemed happy 
only when flitting from place to piace in 


Europe. She had tried to get a divorce, 
ons ot her delusions taking the shape of 
baseless jealousy, but the Judge would not 


consent to a divorce, regarding it as his 
duty to her and his daughter to care for her 
as bis wife as long as she lived.

Then came Handel, Bach, 
Haydn. Mozart, Beethoven, and the 
rest of that bright host of song com- 
posers who lifted the standard of Ger- 
man song from the dust where it had 
been trailing, and bore it in the very 
front rank of the army of musical 
progress.
